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The unexpected death of Rev. Frederick C. Klein, D.D., December 27 
1926, was a great shock to the entire denomination. He will be greatly 
‘missed in our Foreign Missionary Work. Sent to Japan in i883 as our 
first ordained missionary, he served until 1889. Having spent one year 
in the United States on furlough, he returned to Japan in 1890 for another 
term of service. Owing to failing health he-was forced to return to the 
United States in 1893. In 1900 he was elected a member of the Board 
of Foreign Missions and in 1908 the. Board’s Corresponding Secretary. 
In this capacity he served faithfully and well until his death. Because 
of his years of service as missionary and his many years of association 
with the Board, his knowledge of the work and. his wise counsel were 
invaluable. 

On February 24, 1927, Rev .S. W. Rosenberger, D.D., was unanimously 
elected as Dr. Klein’s successor. He took up his new duties May 1, 1927. 

In the interim of the death of Dr. Klein and the taking over of 
the work by the new Executive Secretary, Mrs. F. C. Klein efficiently 
cared for the office work of the secretary and Dr. J. C. Broomfield furnished — 
the articles for the church papers and the Missionary Record. 

During the quadrennium 16 missionaries have gone to our mission 
fields, and 11 have returned. The furloughs of three are due in July, 
1928. Since the expense of sending out new missionaries and returning them 
to America is outside the regular budget the large number of missionaries 
going out and returning on furlough during the quadrennium has made 


a very heavy drain upon our finances.

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THE QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE UNION BOARD OF 
FOREIGN MISSIONARY ADMINISTRATION - 


To the Centennial General Conference of the Methodist Protestant, in 
session at St. John’s Church, Baltimore, Maryland, May 16, 1928. 
Dear Brethren :— 
The Union Board of Foreign Missionary Administration respectfully 
submits its report for the quadrennium May 1, 1924, to April 30, 1928. 


HISTORICAL 


This is the first report submitted by the Union Board of Foreign 
Missionary Administration. In response to repeated calls from different 
parts of the church for the merging of the Missionary boards and societies 

‘An ad interim committee” was created at the General Conference of 1920. 
This committee was instructed ““To bring to the General Conference of 1924 
a detailed plan of unification or consolidation of the bodies which shall 
have had the approval of the four organizations, and which shall cover and 
protect all interests concerned.” 


After due consideration and unfailing efforts to create a plan for the 
merging of the four missionary organizations at once the committee decided 
to offer a plan ,as a first step for the unification of the Board of Foreign 
_ Missions and the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. Accordingly, the 
Joint Committee, composed of an equal number of men and women from - 
the said Board and Society, adopted a constitution for a Union Board of 
Foreign Missionary Administration and recommended its adoption by the 
Board and Society. It was adopted by both organizations. 


The General Conference at Tiffin, Ohio, May, 1924, approved the 


Constitution thus adopted and the Union Board of Foreign Missionary 
Administration came into being. 


This Union Board has been functioning during this quadrennium. It 

has been a valuable experience by bringing the two organizations into a 
realization of the problems of each, giving a clearer vision of our whole 

foreign missionary enterprise to the members of the Union Board and our 

church constituency, eliminating many misunderstandings, creating a warmer 
fellowship among our Missionaries and bringing to light many advantages, 

favorable to the merging of the two organizations, especially on the Mission 

fields. | 

Whether this experience of co-operation during this quadrennium | 

shall develop into a complete merger of the Board and Society or shall | 

result in that growing desire on the part of many of our constituency 

for the permanent merging of all four of our missionary organizations, 
wey or whether some other plan for the carrying on of our Missionary work 


in a more efficient and effective way, remains to be determined by the 
legislative powers of this General Conference. 3 : 


ADMINISTRATION ACTIVITIES 


Meetings of the Union Board were held quarterly. The whole Union 
Board, however, met only twice each year, the other two meetings being 
composed of the executive committee, constituting two members of each 
elected by the respective Board and Society and the two executive secre’ 
taries. ‘The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society held regular monthly 


executive committee meetings in Pittsburgh, its annual Branch Meetings 
and an Annual Board Meeting. | 


The proceedings of the Union Board Meetings were published in the 

Church papers and the Missionary Record. Weekly reports were published 

in our church papers and a monthly report in the Missionary Record, 

giving up-to-date information concerning the work. An annual report was 

; Se published each year and sent to all our pastors, superannuates and others. 
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INDIA—Marked advance has been made in the medical work in India 
during the quadrennium. Miss Grace Perley, a graduate nurse, has been 
doing splendid work. The going of Dr. Edith Lacy to India, last September, 
will mean a great asset to the work. She will, at once, become Chief-of.- 
the-Medical-Staff. The New Suvarta ‘Hospital will soon be opened. 


FINANCES 
The yearly receipts of the Union Board during the quadrennium were:

This is a yearly average income to the Board of $63,092.89, or 51% 
of its share of the budget and $61,322.99 to the Society, or 102% of its budget. 


The Board began the quadrennium May 1, 1924, with a debt of $11,-. 
000.00 caused by the decrease in the budget receipts the last two years of 
the last quadrennium. During the present quadrennium the Board was 
forced to negotiate loans amounting to $19,800.00, making a total obligation 
of $30,800.00. This obligation has now been reduced to $14,000.00. | 


Owing to the failure of securing the budget in full the Board of 
Foreign Missions was forced to reduce the pudget $5,000.00 for the three 
fields in February,1926, and $2,154.00 again in February, 1928. 


SPECIAL GIFTS | 


The support in the way of special gifts by individuals, Sunday Schools 
and other organizations for scholarships, the support of native workers, rent 
for missionary homes and building of Chapels, Churches, etc., is on the 

The W. F. M. S. receives $12,000.00 annually for scholarships. The 
amount received by the Board is not so large but is growing. Mrs. W. E. 
Pettet, Secretary of Scholarships of the W. F. M. S., Glassboro, N. J., and 
the Executive Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, will be glad to 
give any desiring to support by special gift the necessary information. 


ANNUITIES AND BEQUESTS 


A splendid opportunity is afforded by both the Board and Society to 
give Annuity Bonds and to make Bequests to the work. During the quad- 
rennium the Board received annuities amounting to $5,400.00. The death 
in 1925 of Rev. J. F. Dyer, a donor, released $1,000.00 for the work. The 
W. F. M. S. received $1,900.00 in annuities and one Bequest of $1,000.00.

__ The Board of Foreign Missions holds, for the denomination, properties 
in Japan, China and India valued at $390,000.00, and the Womans For- 
eign Missionary Society holds properties in the same countries valued at 
$175,000.00, a total of $565,000.00.

During the quadrennium there has been a gradual 
growth in Church and Sunday School membership and new inquirers 
regularly enrolled. During the third quarter of 1927-1928 there was a 
splendid union revival in and about Hamamatsu in which 40 gave preference 
for the Methodist Protestant Church. | Dusk 


In India a gracious revival in the girls compound resulted in the 
conversion of every grown girl besides a number of the smaller girls. Rev. 
and Mrs .Cassen devote their full time to evangelistic work from November 
to March of each year with fruitful results. 


Miss Theresa Frank is diligent in the Evangelistic work of the W. F. M. S. 
In China Mr. Horace S. Williams has been devoting the most of his 


time during the last year or more to deepening the spiritual life of the 
native workers and making constant appeals to the unsaved. 


EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 


JAPAN—Our six kindergartens have a present enrollment of 335. 
All these kindergartens are under efficient management and most telling work - 
is being accomplished among the children. 

In Yokohama we have a Primary and High School for girls. The 
present enrollment of the former is 154; of the latter 304. — | 

The Tokyo School for the Blind is doing an invaluable work among 
these unfortunates. There are now 31 enrolled. During the first three 
years of the quadrennium there were 24 graduates. Rev. S. Wada, though 
73 years of age, is still active and efficient as Principal of the School. 

Our Nagoya College continues to do excellent work. The present 
enrollment is 822. The graduates: 1925, 119; 1926, 173; 1927, 192; 
1928, 180. | 
The class of 1927 was the largest ever graduated from the school. _ 

-_ CHINA—There are one middle and one higher and 5 lower Primary. 
Schools for boys and one higher and 2 lower Primary Schools for girls. — 
The total enrollment in 1925, before the war interfered with the schools, 
was 610. Teachers 20. | | 

INDIA—In our Boy’s School we now have 6 teachers with a total 
enrollment of 88. The enrollment the past year increased 33 per cent. The 
present school building is filled to its utmost capacity. nee 
The number of students enrolled in the Girl’s School is 69. In 


this department there is one in training for nurse and one studying 
medicine. 


MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 


CHINA—A Dispensary is being conducted in Kalgan. Dr. Roberta 
Fleagle, having faithfully served more than her full term, is now on furlough. 
During her absence Dr. T’sui and five native helpers are taking care of 
the work. We are badly needing a modern hospital and two physicians, 
one for the W. F. M. S. and one for the Board of Foreign Missions on 
the field. The nearest foreign doctor is in Peking, 150 miles away. In 


Kalgan alone there are more than 11,000 treatments given in our dispensary 
each year.

CHINA—A new brick building for the Boys’ School was built. a 
INDIA—A small building for Boys’ School constructed. 
The Suvarta Hospital on the Girls’ Compound was completed. 


A splendid well, of great depth, has been dug on the Settlement. This 
well will be used for irrigation purposes. 


THE CHILDREN’S DAY AND THANK OFFERING SERVICES 


Of great educational and financial value are the Children’s Day Serv: 
ices. Children’s Day programs, supplemented by attractive pageants, were 


_ furnished, free, to all Sunday Schools willing to use them each year during 


the quadrennium. 


The endeavor is to make these Children’s Day Services of a high ~ 
standard. The service is growing in popularity and the number of schools 


using the program is increasing. 


Our hope is to have each Sunday School in the denomination to use 


the service and in that way keep our people informed and add to the Board's 
income through the free-will offering. | | 


The Thank Offering Services held by the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Societies have proven inspirational, educational and very lucrative. A large 
part of their income is derived from these services. It is the rule for each 
local society to hold an annual Thank-Offering Service in February of 


each year. 
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
